Ho also roquosted his 
wlfo to ask Mr. Clousor to come to 
spo him at onco, 
Mrs. Bango did as 
sho Avas asked. 
Mr. Clou^sr was un­ 
ablo to go to tho Bango homo at that 
tlmo and Mrs. Bango roturnod alone. 
Upon arriving at tho liouso sho was 
unablo to locate hor husband. 
After 
calling for him and receiving no an­ 
swer sho hastened to tho Clousor homo 
and asked Mr. Clousor to holp hunt 
Mr. Bango 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Clous- 
or roturnod with Mrs. Bango and aftor 
searching the promises, Mrs. Clousor 
decided to look in tho spring house. 
Upon approaching tho spring she was 
horrified to soo tho body of Mr. Bango 
lying 
in 
tho 
water. 
Mrs. 
Clouser 
screamed for help and Joseph Adams 
and 
Samuel 
Witmcr, Jr.. who woro 
passing at the time In an automobile 
stopped and assisted Mr. Clouser in 
taking tho body from the water. 
Mrs. 
Bango was prostrated and neodcd med­ 
ical attention. 


Mr. Clouser found tho weapon in tho 
spring. 
Mr. Bango had only shot him­ 
self 
onco, 
this bullet passing clear 
through his head. 
As far as is known 
Mr. Bango left no noto to explain his 
deed. 
He was always of a chcery and 
attractive dlsposl’Gon and becauso of 
this he was widely known and likod 
by ovory ono with whom ho camo in 
contact. 
Mr. Bango for nmny yaars 
was a telegrapher in the employ of the 
Western Maryland Railway and later 
conducted a brokorago oillco in H an­ 
over. 


Tho doconscd was born in Littlos- 
town, and was tho son of Ilonry and 
Raclmol Bango. 
Ho roslded in H ano­ 
ver most of his life. 
Throo yoars ago 
he moved to his farm. 
Ho is survived 
by Ills wlfo, who was Miss Rato M. 
Einig, Hanover; two brothers Robert 
and Adam Bnngo, and one sister, MIbb 
Sarah, all of Hanover.—•"Sun."

Cake. — C r e a m 
one-half cupful of 
flour with three 
teaspoonfuls 
of 


baking 
powder 


tnd half a cupful of cornstarch. Add 
me-half cupful of rich milk or thin 
rreani alternately with the flour mfs- 
fure, beating well, then fold in the 
ivhites of the eggs beaten stiff and one 
Seaspoonful of lemon extract. For the 
Icing, boll together seven-eighths of a 
jupful of sugar with three tablespoon- 
fuls of cold water and one egg white 
placed over boiling water and beaten 
teven minutes with a Dover beater. 
Mid a dozen marshmallows if liked and 
jeat until cool. 


Maple Nut Cake.—Cream one-third 


Kf a cupful of shortening with one cup- 
ful of light brown sugar, add the yolks 
Pf two eggs, one-half cupful of milk 
>ne and one-half cupfuls of flour, twc 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, twc 
5ggs, one teasT3oonfi.il of vanilla, one 
fourth teaspoonful of salt and one cup 
ful of chopped pecans. Blend the mix 
ture as usual, folding in the whites a 
the last. Cover the top with: 


Maple 
Icing.—Add 
one-half 
tea 


spoonful of butter to two tablespoon 
fuls of hot milk, then add one and one 
half cupfuls of confectioner's sugar, a 
little at a time until smooth and of the 
consistency to spread. Add one-half 
teaspoonful of maple flavoring and 
spread over the sides and top of the 
cake. 


Nut Bread.—Sift two and one-half 


cupfuls of flour with three teaspoon 
fuls of baking powder; add one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt. Beat one egg 
add one-half cupful of sugar, one cup 
ful of milk with the sifted flour, then 
stir in three-fourths of a cupful of 
chopped nuts. 
Let stand thirty min- 


utes, in the pan in which it is to be 
baked, then bake in a moderate oven 
three-quarters of an hour. 


Graham Gems.—Take one cupful o1 


graham flour, sifted; one cupful of 
sour milk, one egg, one teaspoonful of 
Soda, a little salt, two tablespoonfuLs 
of surar, and three tablespoonfuls of 
shortening. 
Mix and bake in gem 


pans.

HOUSEHOLD ECONOMIES. 


A Communal Mind.

In the preparation of vegeta- 
bles and fruit there is a great waste. 
The careful peeling of potatoes will 
save a great amount of food in a few- 
months. 
Potatoes may be cooked in 


their jackets for many dishes, saving 
the time in preparing and waste li: 
peeling. 


Keeping the paring and carving 


knives well sharpened is an economy, 
for no matter how expert, there will 
be waste in using a dull tool. 


When using a gas stove, the broiler, 


if it is the oven burner, can be used 
while the oven is working, saving gas 
and getting its full value. In many 
cases the oven burners may be turned 
off five to ten minutes before the food 
is to be removed. 


Crackers will keep crisp for a long 


time if kept tightly covered away 
from the air. If at all stale, by placing 
them in a hot oven to crisp they will 
be quite as good as if fresh. 


A dessert that may be prepared 


while one is getting breakfast will ap- 
peal to the average cook. Such a des- 
sert is junket. Take one junket tablet, 
crush it and dissolve in a tablespoonful 
of water. For a quart of milk one tab- 
let is sufficient; take half a tablet for 
a pint of milk, which will make four 
sherbet cups of dessert. Sweeten and 
fl.ivor to taste; stir in the dissolved 
tablet and let the glasses stand in a 
warm room to set before cooling. The 
milk should be heated to just luke- 
warm before the dissolved tablet is 
added. Hotter than that will .spoil the 
junket and it will not thicken. Serve 
with cream, chopped nuts, grated ma- 
ple sugar, candied or preserved ginger 
or any fruit. 


Tea and coffee should never be left 


tn open receptacles or paper bags, 
hut should be carefully sealed in air- 
tight cans or jars. 


The oil mops for the bare floors, Hie 


thistless dusters, all help to make the 
cleaning of a room much easier than 
the old methods of broom and hard 
sweeping, besides saving the stirring 
op of clouds of dust. 


A vacuum cleaner cleans rugs, fur- 


niture, curtains and mattresses, thus 
tJoing away with much hard work. 


EGG DISHES NOT COMMON. 


Egg dishes are suitable for any meal 


and make excellent emergency dishes 


w h e n an unexpected 
guest arrives. 


Eggs in Tomato Sauce. 


—Put enough highly sea- 
soned tomato sauce in in- 
dividual baking dishes, 
then drop in an egg, 
sprinkle with pepper and 
salt, add enough of the 
sauce to just cover, then 


place the dishes in water. Cook in a 
moderate oven until the eggs are set. 


Egg 
Puff.—Beat 
the 
yolks 
and 


whites of four eggs separately. 
Add 


to the yolks one-half teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one tablespoonful o'f 
grated cheese and salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Then add one cupful of milk 


and pour into a well-greased omelette 
pan. 
When partly cooked spread with 


the stiffly beaten whites, dash over 
with paprika and place in the oven to 
brown. 


Spanish Eggs.—Melt two tablespoon- 


fuls of butter and fry two large onions 
until tender, covering while cooking. 
Blend two tablespoonfuls of flour with 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk; stir 
until a smooth sauce is formed. Add 
salt, pepper and nutmeg. 
Cut four 


hard-cooked eggs in quarters and cook 
ten minutes in the thickened sauce. 
Serve hot on crisp toast well but- 
tered. Garnish with parsley. 


Macaroni and Eggs.—Cook a cupful 


of macaroni until tender. Place a lay- 
er of the cooked macaroni in a baking 
dish, add two sliced hard-cooked eggs, 
or better, cut in eighths; a half cupful 
of rich white sauce with a little onion 
juice for flavor, a luJf teaspoonful of 
anchovy paste. Repeat the macaroni 
another half cupful of white sauce and 
two more eggs. Cover with buttered 
crumbs and brown in a moderate oven 


Egg Sauce.—Beat one egg very light, 


pcur over it one cupful of sugar; w'len 
well blended add half a cupful of boil- 
ing milk; stir until well dissolved, then 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla. 


Apples are delicious cut in quarters 


after peeling and placed in a f.-'ssero 
or bijan pot to bake. Add suuar after 
the apples arc soft. They w'il be rich, 
l;ro\vn and delicious in flavor.

The dish is especially well flavored, 
but must be cooked an hour and a 
half or two hours to bring out the 
flavor. 


Side-Pork With Baked Potatoes.— 


Have the pork cut in half-inch slices, 
roll in seasoned flour and fry until 
crisp and brown on both sides. 
To 


two tablespoonfuls of the fat add two 
tablespoonfuls of 
flour. 
When well 


blended 
add milk and 
cook until 


smooth and of the right consistency. 
Serve the meat on a hot platter, the 
jravy in a gravy boat. 
Potatoes, If 


slashed with a knife and pressed light- 
y when taken from the oven, will be 
more mealy and palatable. 


Hamburger Steak.—Get the round 


and chop it if possible until fine; the 
neat will be much more 
delicious 


nan that which is ground and crushed. 
Season well and make into a flat cnke 
an inch and a half 
to two inches 


thick. 
Place on a well-greased hot 


Broiler over coals or under the gas 
flame and cook as usual eight to ten 
minutes for rare-done steak, turning 
every two or three minutes after it is 
seared on both sides. If desired bet- 
er done cook twelve to fifteen min- 
utes, or well done, twenty minutes. 


Cherry Pudding.—Take a cupful of 


flour, one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, a dash of salt and half a cupful 
f milk; mix well and drop a spoonful 
nto the bottom of well-buttered cus- 
nrtl cups.

Cream 
Loaf 
Cake. — C r e a m 
one-half cupful of 
flour with three 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
baking 
powder 
*nd half a cupful of cornstarch. Add 
t>ne-half cupful of rich milk or thin 
cream alternately with the flour mfe- 
lure, beating well, then fold in the 
whites of the eggs beaten stiff and one 
teaspoonful of lemon extract. For the 
Icing, boll together seven-eighths of* a 
iupful of sugar with three tablespoon­ 
fuls of cold water and one egg white 
placed over boiling water and beaten 
leven minutes with a Dover beater, 
kdd a dozen marshmallows if liked and 
beat until cool. 


Maple Nut Cake.—Cream one-third 
frf a cupful of shortening with one cup­ 
ful of light brown sugar, add the yolks 
Df two eggs, one-half cupful of milk, 
>ne and one-half cupfuls of flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, two 
Sggs, one teaspoonful of vanilla, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of salt and one cup­ 
ful of chopped pecans. Blend the mix­ 
ture as usual, folding in the whites at 
Ihe last. Cover the top with: 


Maple 
Icing.—Add 
one-lialf 
tea- 
^poonful of butter to two tablespoon­ 
fuls of hot milk, then add one and one- 
lialf cupfuls of confectioner’s sugar, a 
little at a time until smooth and of the 
consistency to spread. 
Add one-half 
teaspoonful of maple flavoring and 
spread over the sides and top of the 
cake. 


Nut Bread.—Sift two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour with three teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder; add one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt. 
Beat one vegg, 
add one-half cupful of sugar, one cup­ 
ful of milk with the sifted flour, then 
stir in three-fourths of a cupful of 
chopped nuts. 
Let stand thirty min­ 
utes, in the pan in which it is to be 
baked, then bake in a moderate oven 
three-quarters of an hour. 


Graham Gems.—Take one cupful of 
graham flour, sifted; one cupful of 
sour milk, one egg, one teaspoonful of 
Soda, a little salt, two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, and three tablespoonfuls of 
shortening. 
Mix and bake In gem 
pans.

Keeping the paring and carving 
knives well sharpened is an economy, 
for no matter how expert, there will 
be waste in using a dull tool. 


When using a gas stove, the broiler, 
if it is the oven burner, can be used 
while the oven is working, saving gas 
and getting Its full value. 
In many 
cases the oven burners may be turned 
off five to ten minutes before the food 
Is to be removed. 


Crackers will keep crisp for a long 
time if kept tightly covered away 
from the air. If at all stale, by placing 
them in a hot oven to crisp they will 
be quite as good as if fresh. 


A dessert that may be prepared 
while one is getting breakfast will ap­ 
peal to the average cook. Such a des- 
nert Is junket. Take one junket tablet, 
crush it and dissolve in a tablespoonful 
of water. For a quart of milk one tab­ 
let is sufficient; take half a tablet for 
a pint of milk, which will make four 
sherbet cups of dessert.

Cook In a 
moderate oven until the eggs are set.

to the yolks one-half teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one tablespoonful of 
grated cheese and salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Then add one cupful of milk 
and pour Into a well-greased omelette 
pan. When partly cooked spread with 
the stiffly beaten whites, dash over 
with paprika and place in the oven to 
brown. 


Spanish Eggs.—Melt two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter and frjr two large onions 
until tender, covering while cooking. 
Blend two tablespoonfuls of flour with 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk; stir 
until a smooth sauce Is formed. Add 
salt pepper and nutmeg. 
Cut four 
hard-cooked eggs in quarters and cook 
ten minutes in the thickened sauce. 
Serve hot on crisp toast well but­ 
tered. Garnish with parsley. 


Macaroni and Eggs.—Cook a cupful 
of macaroni until tender. Place a lay­ 
er of the cooked macaroni in a baking 
dish, add two sliced hard-cooked eggs, 
or better, cut in eighths; a half cupful 
of rich white sauce with a little onion 
juice for flavor, a half teaspoonful of 
anchovy paste. Repeat the macaroni, 
another half cupful of wiilte sauce and 
two more eggs. 
Cover with buttered 
crumbs and brown in a moderate oven. 


Egg Saucc.—Beat one egg very light, 
pcur over it one cupful of sugar; when 
well blended add half a cupful of boil­ 
ing milk; stir until well dissolved, then 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla. 


Apples are delicious cut in quarters 
after peeling and placed in a casserole 
or bean pot to bake. Add sugar after 
the apples are soft. They will be rich, 
brown and delicious in flavor.

Carnegie Medal 


To Hampton Hero. 


That Paul Benedict, son of Albert Beu 


edict, 01 Thouiasville. formerly of liatnp- 
ton, died the death of a hero last June 
26th while saving the life of his playmate, 
the \1 year-old son of 1). \\. Little.of "ear 
Hanover| who fell from a swing into Haf- 
er'e Dam in the Conewago creek, is recog- 
nized by the Carnegie Hero Fuud Coin* 
mission which Saturday announced he haa 
been awarded a bronze medal. One silver 
and eleven bronze medals were awarded 
by the commission. 
Five of those receiv- 


ing medals lost their lives while saving 
ot&ere. 


The tragedy in which Benedict, who was 


14 years old, became a hero occurred 
about 8 o'clock on Thursday night, June 
29th. as the youth, his two sisters, and the 
litlle boy were swimmine at llafer's Dam 
and running around on the shore. A swing 
was suspended from a tree over the dam. 
Little was swinging out over the water 
when the rope broke. He suddenly fell 
into the stream, which is 12 feet deep at 
that porricular spot. When Little com 
menced to struggle and gave evidence of 
needing help Paul Benedict dived and 
went to his rescue. Benedict lobred man- 
fully to save his fellow playmate but was 
unequaled to the task an ' became exhaust- 
ed by his efforts that he sank beneath the 
weight of the boy he was trying to save 


Seeing that their brother would in all 


probability be unsuccessful in his attempt- 
ed rescue the Benedict sisters dived into 
the water and managed to tow the Little 
boy to the shore. They immediately went 
in again for their brother. But the Bene- 
dict boy had sunk in the deep water and 
was not seen until two hours later when 
Guy Albright, of Abbottstown, and Mer- 
via Kauffman. recovered his body. The 
Benedict sisters after the rescue proceed- 
ed to work over the body of the uncon- 
scious Little boy and revived him after 
considerable effort.

S. Public Health service, Broad 
and Cherry streets, Philadelphia. Tho 
letter srould be addressed in care of 
the dental section, and should request 
sitch treatment. 
If the applicant has 
a claim number, it should be stated in 
thè letter.* If he has no claim number, 
he should request Form No. 526 in or­ 
der to make claim for dental compen­ 
sation. No cases will be referred di­ 
rectly to th'3 dental examiner, who is 
permitted to proceed with treatment 
only when so authorized by the Phil­ 
adelphia office. A certificate of dis­ 
charge is also necessary.

PERSHING’S CHIEF 


WITH WAR COLLEGE 


Major General J. W. McAndrews, 
General Pershing’s chief-of-staff, and 
75 officers of the army war college, 
which is in session in Washington, ar­ 
rived in Gettysburg shortly before 
noon Saturday for a brief tactical 
study of 
tjie battlefield. Brigadier 
generals, colonels, majors and cap­ 
tains, many of whom returned to the 
United States during the past year 
fresh from a long period of active ser­ 
vice in France, studyied the tragedy 
and military tactics used by Generals 
Lee and Meade nearly 60 years ago. 
Tre party was entertained at the Hoff­ 
man House and the Gettysburg Hotiel. 
Thoy left for Washington Sunday af­ 
ternoon. This is the first visit the 
members of the war college have made 
to Gettysburg since 1916. Up uneil 
that time the side trip to the battle­ 
field had been a regular event. No 
survey of the field has been made by 
t,he war college or the West Point ca­ 
dets since the outbreak of the war.

Think 1 have my bearings 
oiled by now and am going thru to get 
soaked good. This is an old field and a 
fellow has'chances of picking up good ex- 
perience for starting in a new field.

field after getting my experience here. It 
is very interesting alter a ieilow is in it. 
Staying at Pump Station No. 3 of the 
Weiteru Oil Corp; have a bunk house with 
12 beds—Reminds me of the army. We 
are batching: have a gasolfne stove, with 
gas furnished by the Co —Some cooks! 
This way, mSals cost us only $30 a mouth. 
Have gained some in weight, so the grub 
and country must agree with me. I like 
it 0. K. Getting hot now but think I can 
survive the Texas beat. Expect to take 
an vhplane ride sometime soon—lots of 
them hereabout. 


Was in Burkburnett the other day; eaw 


a sign on a one-story shack, "Burk Star"; 
walked in for a few minutes; they have a 
Model 5 Linotype, just got it three daj g 
befor; a mechanic was running it and 1 
asked enuf questions to make him believe 
I could make a machine; he told me to 
run up a few lines, and I was glad to do 
it in memory of old times OH the ITEM. 
The "Star" is a weekly, with four men on 
job work; It is unde» new hands—The 
former owner bad several oil wells struck 
in the yard of the place and got so much 
dough he quit work and sold out. 


Burkburnett is about 5 miles from this 


field; It is a place like Gettysburg—a reg- 
ular western town. The closest civilized 
place is Wichita Falls, J2 miles north. 
Can't dress in good clothes and flirt with 
the wotuen here—they are few and fai be-- 
tween. Sent all good clothes home; a fel- 
low hasn't a chance to wear them.

Cream 
Loaf 
Cake. — C r e a m 
one-half cupful of 
Hour with 
three 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
baking 
powder 
>nd half a cupful of cornstarch. Add 
t>ne-half cupful of rich milk or thin 
cream alternately with the flour mfe- 
lure, beating well, then fold in the 
ivhites of the eggs beaten stiff and one 
leaspoonful of lemon extract. For the 
Icing, boll togetiier se\'en-eighths of a 
iupful of sugar with three tablespoon- 
iuls of cold water and one egg white 
placed over boiling water and beaten 
leven minutes with a Dover beater, 
^dd a dozen marshmallows if liked and 
Deat until cool. 


Maple Nut Cake,—Cream one-third 
)f a cupful of shortening with one cup- 
!ul of light brown sugar, add the yolks 
pf two eggs, one-half cupful of milk, 
>ne and one-half cupfuls of flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, two 
iggs, one tea«poonful of vanilla, one- 
lourth teaspoonful of salt and one cup- 
ful of chopped pecans. Blend the mix- 
ture as usual, folding in tlie whites at 
Ihe last. Cover the top with: 


Maple 
Icing.—Add 
one-half 
tea- 
spoonful of butter to two tablespoon- 
fuls of hot milk, then add one and one- 
lialf cupfuls of confectioner's sugar, a 
little at a time until smooth and of the 
consistency to spread. 
Add one-half 
teaspoonful of maple 
flavoring 
and 
Bpread over the sides and top of tlie 
cake. 


Nut Bread,—Sift two and one-half 
cupfuls of flour with three teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder; add one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt 
Beat one *egg. 
add one-half cupful of sugar, one cup- 
ful of milk with the sifted flour, then 
Btir in three-fourths of a cupful of 
chopped nuts. 
Let stand thirty min- 
utes, in the pan in which it is to be 
baked, then bake in a moderate oven 
three-quarters of an hour, 


Graham Gems.—Take one cupful of 
graham flour, sifted; one cupful of 
Bour milk, one egg. one teaspoonful of 
ioda, a little salt, two tabiespoonfuls 
of sugar, and three tabiespoonfuls of 
shortening. 
Mix 
and bake 
in gem 
pans.

Potatoes may be cooked in 
their jackets for many dishes, saving 
the time in preparing and waste In 
peeling. 


Keeping 
the 
paring 
and 
carving 
knives well sharpened is an economy, 
for no matter how expert, there will 
be waste in using a dull tool. 


AVhen using a gas stove, tlie broiler, 
if It Is the oven burner, can be used 
while the oven Is working, saving gus 
and getting its full value. 
In many 
cases the oven burners may be turned 
ofl! five to ten minutes before the food 
is to be removed. 


Crackers will keep crisp for a long 
time if kept tightly covered 
away 
from the air. If at all stale, by placing 
them In a hot oven to crisp they will 
be quite as good as If fresh. 


A dessert that may be prepared 
while one is getting breakfast will ap- 
peal to the average cook. Such a des- 
fiurt is junket. Take one junket tablet, 
crush it and dissolve In a tablespoonful 
of water. For a quart of milk one tab- 
let is suflicient; take half a tablet for 
a pint of milk, which will make four 
sherbet cups of dessei^. Sweeten and 
flavor to taste; stir in the dissolved 
tablet and let tlie glasses stJind in a 
warm roon) to set before cooling. Tlie 
mlik should bo heated to just luke- 
warm before the dissolved tablet is 
added. Hotter than that will .spoil the 
junket and it will Jiot thicken. 
Serve 
with cream, chopped nuts, grated ma- 
ple sugar, candied or preserved ginger 
or any fruit. 


Tea and coffee should never be left 
In open receptacles or paper bags, 
but should be carefully sealed in air- 
tight cans or jars.

guest arrives. 


Eggs In Tomato Sauce. 
—Put enough highly sea- 
soned tomato sauce in in- 
dividual 
baking 
dishes, 
then 
drop 
in an 
egg, 
sprinkle with pepper and 
salt, add enough of the 
sauce to just cover, then 
place the dishes in water. 
Cook in a 
moderate oven until the eggs are set. 


Egg 
Puff.—Beat 
the 
yolks 
and 
whites of four eggs separately. 
Add 
to the yolks one-half teaspoonful of 
baking powder, one tablespoonful of 
griited cheese and salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Then add one cupful of milk 
and pour into a well-greased omelette 
pan. When partly cooked spread with 
the stiflly beaten whites, dash over 
with paprika and place in tlie oven to 
brown. 


Spanish Eggs.—Melt two tabiespoon- 
fuls of butter and fry two large onions 
until tender, covering while cooking. 
Blend two tabiespoonfuls of flour with 
one and one-half cupfuls of milk; stir 
until a smooth sauce is formed. Add 
salt pepper and nutmeg. 
Cut four 
hard-cooked eggs in quarters and cook 
ten minutes in the thickened sauce. 
Serve hot on crisp toast well but- 
tered. Garnish with parsley. 


Macaroni and Eggs.—Cook a cupful 
of macaroni until tender. Place a lay- 
er of the cooked macaroni in a baking 
dish, add two sliced hard-cooked eggs, 
or better, cut in eighths; a half cupful 
of rich white sauce with a little onion 
juice for flavor, a half teaspoonful of 
anchovy paste. 
Repeat the macaroni, 
another half cupful of white sauce and 
two more eggs. 
Cover with buttered 
cnnnbs and brown in a moderate oven. 


Egg Sauce.—Beat one egg very light, 
pour over it one cupful of sugar; when 
well blended add half a cupful of boil- 
ing milk; stir until well dissolved, then 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla. 


Apples are delicious cut in quarters 
after peeling and placed in a cp.s.serole 
or bean pot to bake. Add susar after 
t.he apples are soft. They will be rich, 
brown and delicious in flavor.

Spareribs With Saucr^ 
kraut,— Get 
as 
meaty 
spareribs as possible and 
roll them around a quart 
of sauerkraut; place in a 
c o v e r e d 
roaster 
and 
roast for an hour. 
Re- 
move 
t h e 
cover 
and 
brown the meat. 
Season 
the meat well before adding the sauer- 
kraut. 
Serine in the roll with the 
kraut inside, cutting the ribs and a 
portion of the kraut for each serving. 
The dish Is especially well 
flavored, 
but must be cooked an hour and a 
half or two hours to bring out the 
flavor, 


Side-Pork With Baked 
Potatoes.— 


Have the pork cut In half-inch slices, 
roll in seasoned flour and fry until 
crisp and brown on both sides. 
To 
two tabiespoonfuls of the fat add two 
tabiespoonfuls of 
flour. 
When well 
blended 
add 
milk 
and 
cook 
until 
smooth and of the right consistency. 
Serve the meat on a hot platter, the 
jravy In a gravy boat. 
Potatoes. If 
slashed with a knife and pressed light- 
ly when taken from the oven, will bo 
more mealy and palatable. 


Hamburger Steak.—Get tlie round 
and chop It if possible until fine; the 
meat will be much 
more 
delicious 
than that which is ground and crushed. 
Season well and make Into a flat cake 
an inch and a half 
to two 
inches 
thick. 
Place on a well-greased 
hot 
broiler over coals or under the gas 
flame and cook as usual eight to ten 
minutes for rare-done steak, turning 
every two or three minutes after it is 
seared on both sides. 
If desired bet- 
ter done cook twelve to fifteen min- 
utes, or well done, twenty minutes. 


Cherry Pudding.~Take a cupful of 
flour, one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der, a dash of salt and Jmlf a cupful 
of milk; mix well and drop a spoonful 
into the bottom of well-buttered cus- 
taixl cups. 
Add a tablespoonful or 
two 
of 
Uie dough mixture leaving 
space to rise in the cups. Set the cups 
into a pan, pour In boiling water to 
come up well on the sides of the cups, 
cover 
and 
steam 
^fteen 
minutes. 
Serve 
unmolded 
with 
sugar 
and 
cream.
